Leaders in the Movement 


Still at Large. 


Oklahoma City, Okla. August 5.— 
After a day of comparative quiet in the 
several counties of central Oklahoma, 
which for two days had been the scene 
of anti-draft demonstrations, the situa- 
tion again assumed a grave aspect to- 
night as a result of a reported clash 
between a band of malcontents and a 
posse near Holdenville in which Ed 
Blaylock, a member of a band of draft 
objectors, was killed and a posseman, 
Jack Paige, was wounded in the leg 
and later carried off by the objectors. 
Henry Johnson, another posseman, was 
also wounded in the leg. A large posse 
has been dispatched to rescue the cap- 
tured posseman. 

' 200 Resisters Captured. 

According to a dispatch from Sasak- 
wa, in Seminole county, thé base of op- 
erations against the objectors, thirty of 
the draft law resisters surrendered to- 
day, bringing the total now in custody 


to about 200. 

Except for the fight near Holdenville 
tonight the only bloodshed in connec- 
tion with the disorders occurred yes- 
terday, when Wallace M. Cargill, an 
alleged band leader, was shot and mor- 
tally wounded in an exchange of shots 


with a posse. 
Leaders of’ the posses today learned 


from sources regarded as authentic that 
two bands still are in the field. Both 
were reported camped in the vicinity 
of Salt Creek, in Seminole county. 
Posses will endeavor to disperse them 
tomorrow. Three of the men who took 
an active part in instigating the up- 
risings, which, according to prisoners 
taken, were expected to assume large 
proportions, still are said to be at 
large and it is expected that at least 
two will offer resistance before they 


are captured. 

The trailing of the small groups of 
objectors have been made easy for the 
posses in numerous cases by the aid 
of full blood Indians, Seminoles for the 
most part, who followed their tracks 
unerringly and by their ability in wood- 
craft effected many captures. The In- 
dians have aided the loyal white cit- 
izenry all through the uprising and 
but very few have been found in the 
ranks of the malcontents. 

Believed Drafting Meant Death. 

From statements taken from pris- 
oners the belief was expressed that 
the uprising had been timed too early. 
Affidavits in the hands of officers tell 
of the innocent belief of the tenants 
that to be drafted into the national 


army was sure death. While this re- 
Bistance to service has been the bind- 
ing element holding together the scat- 
tered elements of the uprising, the dis- 
content which rendered the movement 
possible had its beginning more than 
two years ago, it is said. Shortly 
after the outbreak of the war, when 
‘cotton prices were low and transporta- 
tion costs high, tenant cotton farmers 
asserted that if they ran out of food 
and money they would get it by force. 
Since that time agitators with prom- 
ises of wealth and power have worked 
continually in the vicinity, finding a 
fertile ground for their propaganda. 
Lately the meetings have been held as 
often as three times a week, always in 
a secluded spot in the woods. 

Caring for the large number of cap- 
tives is causing the officers much wor- 
ry. The jails at Konawa, Holdenville 
and Wewoka are full and the little bas- 
tile at Sasakwa, the base headquarters, 
offers accommodations to but a few 
prisoners. Some are housed in a lodge 
hall there tonight. 

One Kesister Garbed as Woman. 


The capture of “Bud” Manealey, ear- 
ly today by the Che Parney Fixico, a 
Seminole Indian, presented a humorous 
feature to the grim happenings of the 
last few days. Manealey, dressed as a 
woman, accompanied by two women 
members of his family, was discovered 
on the road to Sasakwa by the Seminole. 
Suspicious of the coarse timbre of Ma- 
nealey’s voice he shoved his rifle into 
his ribs so violently that his bonnet 
was knocked off, disclosing a bald head. 
Marching his prisoner to town and 
failing to find a place in the jail, Fix- 
ico placed a log chain around his neck 
and fastening him toa post stood guard 
over him until relieved. 

Officers returning from the scene of 
the disorder tonight reported that many 
of the hillside homes of the malcontents 
had been deserted. A visit at. the 
cabin of one of the alleged leaders sti]] 
at large was productive of the informa- 
tion that he had left for his home in 
Alabama. Whether this was a ruse or 
whether the objectors were gathering 
with their families at Salt Creek, the 
supposed gathering place of their larg- 
est group, still was undertermined.

Russia is by no means out of the 
Struggle in Europe as a fighting fac- 
tor against the German military ma- 


chine, but will yet recover and strike. 


another blow for freedom. This is the 
optimistic view of the situation on the 
eastern front expressed last night by 
Lieutenant General Wladimir Roop, 
chief of the Russian military mission 
to this country, who arrived Sunday 
afternoon, with his aide, Captain Cor- 
niliy Shutt, and Major N. J. Everett, of 
the United States army, for a two days’ 
visit to Atlanta and the several train- 
ing camps and cantonments in this vi- 
cinity. 

General Roop has the utmost of con- 
a the new Russian premier, 

erensky, and believes that in the 
course of time he will be able to work 
co-ordination, system and unity. out of 
the present apparent chaos in the new- 
born republic. Kerensky, according to 
General Roop, is the strongest and 
most popular man in Russia, and recent 
press dispatchés telling of the action of 
the various congresses of Russia in 
supporting Kerensky and in delegating 
to him practically unlimited power to 
control the situation is but the begin- 
ning of a unity which will make the 
arms of Russia once more effective. 

Must Make Sacrifices. . 

General Roop does not pin his faith 
entirely upon Premier Kerensky, but 
has an abiding hope that the time is 
not far distant when the general mass 
of the people in Russia will realize 
that only in a sacrifice of individual 
views and opinions and a union of all 
Russian forces lies the hope of Rus- 
sia’s salvation and Russia's’ victory 
over her adversaries. He is of the opin- 
ion also that the present advance of 
the Teutonic forces into Russian ter- 
ritory will serve to bring. this realiza- 
tion home to the Russian people more 
quickly and forcibly. 

“Russia today, you must remember,” 
he said, “with her new liberty, is like 
a child with a new toy, or a man who 
has been in poor circumstances and 
suddenly finds himself in possession of 
wealth. Russia now has freedom, but 
she has not yet learned how to use it. 
The Russian people will learn, though, 
that liberty does not mean an utter 
abandonment of discipline and System. 

“Whether this will come tomorrow 
or next month, I am not enough of a 
prophet to say. But I am firm in my 
belief that it will come. It must come. 
The thinking men of Russia realize 
this, and there are already evidences 
that it is on the way as illustrated in 


the press dispatches of the support 
which Kerensky is receiving from the 
various bodies in Russia.”’

Washington, August o.—Colonel 
Frederick Grady Hodgson, U. S. A., re- 
tired, veteran of the Spanish war and 
Indian campaigns, died at his home here 
today at the age of 57, of arterio-scle- 
rosis. He was retired from the qu#r- 
termaster’s department in 1913, but was 
recalled to service at the outbreak of 
the war and assigned to duty in the 
supply department of the Council of 
National Defense. 

Funeral services will be held Tuesday 
and interment will be in Arlington Na- 
tional cemetery. 

Colonel Hodgson, who was born in 
Athens,, Ga., graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Georgia in 1877 and the Unit- 
ed States Military academy in 1561.

MEMBER OF FIFTH 
TRIES 10 END LIFE 


J. F. Wayne, of Company 
L, Is Now a Patient at the 
Grady Hospital in Serious 
Condition. 


In an attempt to end his own Lite | 


J. F. Wayne, 34 years old, a member 
of Company L, Fifth Georgia regiment, 
now stationed at Macon, shot himself 
in the temple Sunday morning at 9 
o’clock at the Terminal hotel with a 
.38 army pistol. 

No reason is known why Wayne 
should attempt suicide. He was ap- 
parently in good health and was with 
a group of friends Séturday night and 
seemed in the best of spirits. 

He spent the night at the hotel, and 
Sunday morning at 9 o’clock two pistol 
shots were heard in quick succession. 
Porters rushed in the room and found 
Wayne lying with his head and shoul- 
ders off the bed. He was rushed to 
Grady hospital, where his wound was 
dressed. Attending doctors stated that 
they thought he would recover, al- 
though his condition is serious. 

Friends of Wayne said they believed 
the soldier was cleaning his pistol and 
was accidentally discharged. 
However, the location of the wound, 
according to the doctors, is conclusive 
evidence that the shots were fired by 
Wayne intentionally to end his life. 


GEORGIA COLLEGES 
SAVED AFTER FIGHT 


Representative Hall Tried 
to Cut Off Appropriations 
for the University and Its 
Branches, It Is Stated. 


It has come to light that the fact 
that the appropriations to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia and Ms branches 
were included in the general appropri- 
ations bill was accomplished only aft- 
er one of the most sensational fights 
in the history of the legislature, which 
fight took place in an executive session 
of the appropriations committee last 
week. 


it is understood that when the com- | 


mittee took up the consideration of the 
regular maintenance appropriations for 
the university and its branches, Chair- 
man Joe Hill Hall tmmediately started 
a fight in the committee to cut off 
every cent of appropriations to the Uni- 
versity of Georgia proper, the State 
College of Agricuture, the Georgia Nor- 
mal and Industrial college at Milledge- 
ville, the Georgia Normal at Athens, the 
Summer school at the university, the 
medical college at Augusta, the North 
Georgia A. & M. at Dajlonega, Georgia 
Tech, and, in fact, every branch of 
Georgia‘s higher educational system. 

The details of the fight were revealed 
Sunday by a member of the appropria- 
tions committee. 

The chairman took this stand, it !{s 
said, when Representative Toombs Du- 
Bose, of Clarke, made the request that 
all amounts asked for by these institu- 
tions be included in the bill. Chair- 
man Hall is said then to have ruled 
the gentleman from Clarke out of or- 
der, the chairman arguing that all of 
the appropriations mentioned are un- 
constitutional. 

Representative Herman Swift, of 
Muscogee, then came to the aid of Mr. 
DuBose in his fight, but was also de- 
clared by the chair to be out of order. 
Mr. Swift appealed from the ruling of 
the chair and was sustained by the 
committee upon his appeal. 

With the support of the committee 
thus gained, Mr. Swift moved to have 
all appropriations asked included in the 
bill, which motion prevailed, and each 
item was then adopted separately, not, 
however, before the committee again 
found it necessary to support Mr. Swift 


finan appeal from a ruling of the chair- 
}man of the committee, and to override 
the objections of the chairman upon 


every one of the items. 

It is stated also that the committee 
nipped in the bud an attempt to inject 
a special appropriation bill into the 
Situation which would. have beclouded 
the issue when the question of appro- 
priations to the university and its 
branches shovld come up for consid- 
eration on the floor of the house.

ALREADY GRANTED 
BY LOCAL BOARDS 


Certificates Excusing Them 
From Service Will Be 


Mailed Today to More 


Than Forty Men. 


WORK HAS JUST BEGUN 
ON QUOTA FOR ATLANTA 


Boards May Be in Session 
Until October in Securing 
Number of Men Needed. 
Fifth Division Examina- 
tions Will Begin Today. 


Announcements of the granting by 
local boards of exemption certificates 
to approximately sixty men who passed 
their examinations, but sought excuse 
from service because of dependent 
families, and statements by  offi- 
cials that the work of the At- 
lanta divisions had only just begun, 
were the chief features of Sunday’s 
efforts here to fill the city’s draft quota 
for the big army being raised to repre- 
sent America in her battle for the 
“freedom of democracy.” 

The members of the board in Di- 
vision No. 6, which comprises the sev- 
enth and tenth wards, spent the grgat- 
er part of Sunday passing on the ex- 
emption claims which had been sub- 
mitted, in the cases where the proper 
affidavits had already been filed as re- 
quired by law. 

They were between forty and fifty 
of these claims ready for action, and 
all were allowed, the.grounds in each 
instance béing that the men seeking 
exemption have dependent ones for 
whom they have to provide. There were 
a large number of other exemption 
claims filed, but no action will be taken 
on them ‘until the necessary affidavits 
are furnished. 

Work Has Just Begun. 

Interviews with a number of officials 
revealed the fact that they do not ex- 
pect to get through with their work 
of securing their share of Atlanta's 
quota for weeks to come, the probabil- 
ity being that in some cases they will 
be in session until the middle of Oc- 
tober. 

J. R. Seawright, of the First division, 
was of the opinion Sunday that his 
board will probably be able to report 
with the necessary quota by the middle 
of September. Press Huddleston, of 
the Second division, asserted that it 
would be a long drawn-out task, but 
would make no estimate of the time 
it would take. 

W. T. Waters, secretary of the 
seventh division, said that in his opin- 
ion it would be some time in October 
before Atlanta’s complete quota would 
be ready for service. 

“Unless some radical change in the 
manner of selection of mew is made it 
will be two months before the local 
quota will be ready,” he said last night. 
“Of course this does not mean that the 
work of training the young men from 
Atlanta will be delayed this long. In 
my opinion the government will take 
the men as they are accepted and start 
their training without waiting for the 
full quota. In this way congestion in 
the matter of beginning training will 
be prevented.” 

Mr. Waters stated that his board has 
been passing each day upon the ex- 
emption claims made, just as soon as 
the necessary affidavits have been filed. 
In all, he said, some fifteen or twenty 
men have been excused from service. 
Certificates of exemption and of dis- 
charge will be posted in this division 
Monday. 

More Men Are Called. 
J. R. Seawright, chairman of Division 
No. 1, last night said that another 
call for men will be issued about Fri- 
day, these men to report for examina- 
tion the following Thursday. 

Claims for exemption ran heavy in 
this division, only twenty-two men hav- 
ing so far been found physically fit, 
with no claim for exemption before the 
local board. <All told, 169 men have 
been examined. This board has stil] 
one more day before its examination 
of first call men is completed. One hun- 
dred and three men have been sum- 
mond for exemption today. 

Of the twentw-two men who have 
not filed exemption claims with the At- 
lanta board, a number are expected to 
file industrial exemption claims with 
the north Georgia district board, which. 
if granted, would, of course, make it 
necessary for the division to secure ad- 
ditional men. Two of these physically 
qualified men are skilled mechanics and 
will ask excuse from service on that 
ground. 

“At the present rate it would appear 
that we will have to examine from 


1,000 to 1,200 men before we get the 
number we need,” said Mr. Seawricht 
“and it looks like it will take us until 
the middie of September. We will eal] 
for 319 more men, double our quota. on 
the next call, which will probably be

British Repulse a Fierce 
Attack on Ypres-Comines 
Canal and French Gain to 
North of Ypres. 


MORE STAMINA SHOWN 
BY RUSSIAN SOLDIERS 


They Defeat Austro-Ger- 
mans at Certain Points, 
But in Bukowina They Are 
Still Fleeing Before the 


Teutons. 


New York, August 5.—(By Associated 
Press. From European Cables of the 
Day.)—Infantry fighting, although not 
on an extremely heavy scale, began 
againin Flanders on Sunday and in two 
engagement the Anglo-French troops 
were victorious. The weather moderat- 
ing, Crown. Prince Rupprecht, after 
an all-night bombardment, sent his 
troops against the British positions at 
Hollebeke, on the Ypres-Comines ca- 
nal, between Ypres and Warneton, and, 
charging forward on both sides of the 
canal, t®® Germans gained a footing in 
the village of Hollebeke. The success 
was only momentary, however, as the 
British threw out the Teutons by an 
immediate counter attack and took 
some prisoners. Other German at- 
tacks in this area were checked. 

Northwest of Bixschoote, which lies 
to the north of Ypres,;-the French are 
following up their successes of last 
week. In an attack against the Ger- 
man lines Sunday they made further 
progress. 

The pincers, with which the Cana- 
dians are slowly forcing the Germans 
out of Lens, again has been tightened 
slightly. In an advance in the Cite 
du Moulin the Canadians have pushed 
forward their line on a front of one 
thousand yards to a depth of two hun- 
dred yards. The Canadians consol- 
idated the position which is within a 
thousand yards of the center of Lens 
on the western front of the town. 
Southeast of Arras German raids 
against the British lines on Sunday met 
with failure. 

German attacks on the Aisne front 
have been withstood successfully by 
the French. Against the Casemates 
plateau the Germans made two attacks 
which were repulsed. South of Ju- 
vincourt the German crown prince 
threw strong forces against the French 
lines early Sunday. The French were 
driven from a small element, but later 
ejected the Germans and held their 
line intact. 


RUSSIAN SOLDIERS 
SHOW MORE MORALE. 


The Russian political situation has 
become calmer. Premier Kerensky has 
withdrawn his resignation, and there 
are continued indications of the 
strengthening of the morale of the 
Russian armies on the southwestern 
front. With all political parties be- 
hind Premier Kerensky in his effort 
to solidify the. provisional govern- 
ment it will be possible for him to 
carry out stronger measures for the 
safety of the _ revolution. The new 
head of the armies, General Korniloff, 
also will be able to use more stringent 
means in keeping the Russian soldiers 
to their duty. 

In an offensive operation near Baian, 
east of Czernowitz, the Russians have 
taken more than 500 prisoners and cap- 
tured three machine guns. Here the 
operations are virtually on Russian soil, 
as is the fighting just to the north 
around Chotin, where the-.retreat has 
halted measurably. In Bukowina, be- 
tween the Pruth and the Bystritza, 
however, the Russians still are fleeing 
before the Austro-Germans, who have 
taken seweral more towns, 

The repulse of a strong Teutonic at- 
tack east of Kovel and the carrying out 
of several raids on the German lines 
between Kovel and Chotin indicate that 
the Russian line here is in better shape 
to make a stand than that in Buko- 
wina. The assault in the Kovel re- 
gion was made by seven companies of 
infantry, and the Russians drove the 
attackers back to their trenches. 


GERMANS LAUNCH 


COUNTER ATTACK 
AGAINST BRITISH 


British Headquarters in France and 
Relgium, August 5.-—(By the Associated 
Press.)—-The Germans at 5 o’clock this 
morning launched a heavy § attack 
against Hollebeke and the British post 
just north of the Ypres-Comines canal 
In an attempt to regain these impor- 
tant positions, which they lost in the 
opening: day of the battle in Flanders.

Supported by Practically 
All Factions, the Premier 
Withdraws Resignation 
and Will Form a Strong 
Government. 


COUNTER REVOLUTION

Petrograd, August 5.—Premier Ke- 


[/rensky has returned to Petrograd and 


withdrawn his resignation. He at- 
tended a ministerial meeting on Satur- 
day evening and afterwards conferred 
with various political leaders. 
Kerensky Issues Manifesto. 

M. Kerensky has issued a manifesto 
declaring he considers it impossible 
when the country is threatened with de- 
feat without and disintegration “with- 
in to refuse the heavy task again en- 
trusted to him, which he #egards as an 
express order from the country to con- 
struct a strong revolutionary govern- 
ment to carry out the principles already 
laid down. 

“At the same time,” says the mani- 
festo, “I consider it inevitable to in- 
troduce changes in the order and dis- 
tribution of government work without 
allowing myself to be influenced by the 
thought that these changes will in- 
crease my responsibility in the supreme 
direction of the affairs of state.” 

By a vote of 147 to 46, a joint meet- 
ing of the executives of the workmen’s 
and soldiers’ and peasants’ councils 
counfirmed the decision of the all- 
night political conference of continued 
confidence in Premier Kerensky. 

The Maximalists strongly protested, 
and 42 of the members of this party 
abstained from voting. 

The duma committee also has 
firmed the vote of confidence 
Kerensky 

Regeneration or Ruin. 

The all-night political conference at 
the winter palace, which was concluded 
this morning by passage of a resolution 
in which contidence in Premier Ke- 
rensky was expressed by each of the 
five parties represented, and in which 
he was invited to form his own cabinet, 
was conducted in the strictest order, 
but with intense emotion. All the par- 
ticipants were obviously convinced 
that the decision to be reached meant 
Russia’s regeneration or ruin. 

In conversation with the Associated 
Press correspondent, who was vper- 
mitted to be. present, the ministers de- 
clared the conference to be the most 
momentous event in the empire since 
i613, when the election of the first 
Romanoff by a similar conference of 
notables at Moscotw saved the country 
from dissolution. 

The debate resolved itself into a se- 
ries of panegyrics of the absent Ke- 
rensky, who was acciaimed the only 
man invested with the qualities neces- 
sary to restore order while preserving 
liberty. Foreign Minister Terestchenko 
declared that Russia must prepare to 
fight throughout the winter, and that 
Kerensky alone possessed the confi- 
agence of the nation. M. Tseretelli, the 
minister of posts and telegraphs, in an 
emotional speech, echoed the view that 
kKerensky was the only man who could 
suave the country. In order to alleviate 
his task, declared the speaker, the gov- 
ernment would abstain from forcing 
through the party program.

a final, categorical note to Berlin, re- 
quiring a clear and final reply to the 
Argéntine demands within a reasonable 
time.

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GERMANY 10 FIGHT 
FOR SEGURE: PEACE 


Pledges Given Kaiser at a 
Meeting in Berlin — Chan- 
cellor Says the Germans 
Know What They Want. 


“Copenhagen, August 5.—Emperor 
William and Empress Augusta Victoria 
arrived in the capital this mcrning, ac- 
cording te a dispatch received here 
from Berlin. The emperor received re- 
ports from the chancellor and the chief 
of the general staff. 

An fnformal reception was held in the 
reichstag building Saturday, the anni- 
versary of the sitting of August 4, 
1914, when Emperor William opened 
the imperial parliament and informed 
the members of the declaration of war 
by Great Britain and France on Ger- 
many. 

The president of-the reichstag, Dr. 
Johannes Kaempff, reviewed Germa- 
ny’s war efforts and declared that the 
country’s enemies were responsible for 
rejecting Germany’s peace offering. 
He said Germany now would fight un- 
til she obtained a place guaranteeing 
the security of the empire. 

Lieutenant General Baron von Frey- 
tag-Loringhoven, chief of the supple- 
mentary general staff, explained the 
military situation on land and sea, and 
prominent representatives of the world’s 
commerce and industry also addressed 
the house. 

The imperial chancellor, Dr. Michael- 
is, then arose and said in part: 

“We all know what we want. We 
will hand our patrimony intact to the 
future generations. We will guarantee 
our children and grandchildren against 
the misfortune of a war like this. We 
will preserve our country by a strong 
and wise peace, in order that the Ger- 
man race may retain sure ground for its 
healthy and vigorous development. 

“The gentlemen who preceded meg 
showed that our strength is not para- 
lyzed; that our will is as strong as it 
was in 1914. The heaviest sacrifices 
deserve the highest reward. j{Let us 
ewear fidelity to the emperor and the 
empire. Long live the fatherland, the 
emperor and the empire.” 

The entire assembly arose and cheered 
enthusiastically while the band played 
the national anthem. At the conclusion 
of the proceedings a telegram was dis- 
patched to Emperor William express- 
ing hope for an honorable peace.

The British coup which resulted in 
the further tightening of the lines 
about the mining center and industrial 
town of Lens was carried out with only 
slight opposition from the enemy. The 
Canadians advanced in parties toward 
their objectives among the houses on 
the outskirts of the town. 

Some resistanee was encountered 
from machine guns concealed in build- 
ings, but the Canadians advanced stead- 
ily until they had acquired the é@ntire 
line sought. Here they set up machine 
guns in buildings ahd cellats-No 
counter attacks followed from the Ger- 
mans, and this morning the Canadians 
had linked up the whole line’ with 
barbed wire and were prepared to meet 
any enemy advance. — 

German Guns Active. 


The German artillery was active 
along most of the front last night shell- 
ing the* forward areas newly occupied 
by the allied troops.

Russian troops operating east of Czer- 
nowitz, Bukowina, attacked the Austro- 
German forces and captured a wood 
near Baian, together with more than 
500 prisoners and three machine guns, 
it is announced in today's official state4 
ment, Southwest of this region the 
Russians are continuing to retire, as 
they also are doing in the vicinity of 
Kimpolung. 

The repulse of a Teutonic attack on 
the front opposite Kovel, in Volhynia, 
is reported. Several successful scout- 
ing operations were carried out. The 
text of the statement reads: 

“Western Front: On the Stokhod, in 
the region of the Kovel-Sarny railway, 
a party of our scouts under command 
of Lieutenant Bukhanoff, after crossing 
a branch of the Stokhod, where the 
water was neck deep, cut the enemy's 
Wire entanglements and attacked an 
Austrian advance post, bayonetting a 
portion and making prisoners of the 
remainder. 

“In the direction of Kovel, in the re- 
gion of the villages of Velick and Kuk- 
hary, enemy infantry, seven companies 
strong, launched an attack, but were 
repelled by the barrage of our artillery 
and driven back to their trenches.

Reaching the chamber at 10:30 o'clock 
the king was met by a parliamentary 
committee, the council of ministers and 
the clergy and escorted to the legis- 
lative hall, which was profusely decor- 
ated with flowers and national flags. 
The diplomatic corps was present in 
full dress and the chamber was filled 
with deputies, ministers and guests. 

The king wore the white uniform of 
a general, with numerous decorations. 
His entrance was the signal for hearty 
cheering, which he acknowledged with 
graceful bows. As he remained stand- 
ing to take the oath, Premier Venizelos 
was at his right and the president of 
the chamber at his left.

Sunday Dinner of Student 
Officers, Now on a Long 
Hike, Is Marred by Storm. 
Undaunted, They Doff 
Uniforms and Enjoy Novel 
Shower-Bath.

Camp Gordor, Che.mblee, Ga., August 
£.—(€pecial.)—Sticent officers of the 
Fort McPherson training camp who 
have been accustomed to having the 
week-end off and eating Sunday din- 
ners with their families, surrounded by 
the comforts and luxuries of home, got 
e taste of “something different’ today 
when they had to drill and maneuver 
through the Silver Lake cantonment ail 
morning in a sham-battle and then had 
to eat Sunday dinner in the fieid, a 
heavy rainstorm coming in the middle 
of the meal, flooding the camp ani 
chasing the soldiers with their mess- 
kits to the trees and pup-tents for shei- 
ter. 

In spite of the rain many of them 
stood in line bravely till they got their 
fried chicken and potatoes and “favy 
and peas, and then crawled in their 
little tents to eat their Sunday dinner 
in solitude to the patter of the rain. 
Many of them declared that fried chick- 
en rever tasted so good in their lives 
and that rain water wasn’t such a bad 
seasoning for gravy after all. The 
morning's work and maneuver had giv- 
en them huge appetites, and many a 
valiant soldier braved the elements to 
dash from his tent to the kitchen for 
an extra leg of chicken. The rain fell 
so heavy that even the kitchen cents 
were not exempt from the flood, and 
the cooks. were hard put to protect 
the food from the rain and the soldiers 
co:nbined. 

Some Shower Bath. 

As the future officers finished their 
novel meal and gazed dismally out of 
their burrows at the _ rivers of rain, 
somebody conceived a brilliant idea and 
yelled:

LIQUOR IS INVOLVED 
IN VIRGINIA PRIMARY 


Fight for Democratic Nomina- 
tion for Governor Is Three- 
Cornered and Hot. 


Richmond, Va., August 5.—The three- 
cornered fight for the democratic nomi- 
nation for governor has ‘overshadowed 
all other contests in the state-wide pri- 
mary to be held in Virginia Tuesday. 
Candidates to succeed Governor Henry 
C. Stuart are J. Taylor Ellyson, present 
lieutenant governor; John Garland 
Pollard, attorney general, both of Rich- 
and Westmoreland Davis, of 
Loudon county, former president of the 
State Farmers’ institute. ' 

All three candidates are pledged to 
strict enforcement of the prohibition 
laws, but despite this, the liquor ques- 
tion is regarded by many as one of the 
principal issues of the lay days of the 
campaign. Pollard advocates a prohi- 
bition amendment to the state consti- 
tution, while Ellyson has announced he 
will support such.an amendment when 
prohibition leaders think the time is 
ripe for it. 

Both Ellyson and Pollard are count- 


ing on many votes from the Anti-Sa- 
loon league, while politicians claim 
that much of the force which contested 
enactment of the present dry law is 
behind Davis.

CONTROL OF FOOD 
CUMING THIS WEEK 


Congress Will Finally Dis- 

pose of Long-Contested 
Measure—Peace Discussion 
Expected in the Senate. 


Washington, August 5.—Final en- 
actment of the administration food con- 
trol bill is the principal task ahead of 
congress this week. When the long- 
contested measure is out of the way 
the senate will begin debate on the 
$2,006,000,000 war tax bill, with the 
leaders hoping for a vacation recess in 
September. 

The entire war legislative program 
is again congested in the senate, where 
debate on the conference report on the 
food ’control bill will. be resumed to- 
morrow. Tuesday the house will begin 
a series of three-day recesses to com- 
tinue for several weeks, until the war 
tax bill is ready for conference. 

Administration leaders expressed con- 
fidence tonight that the food legisla- 
tion will be sent to the president before 
the week-end, though not until after 
another bitter fight in the senate. 
Senator Reed, who has led he attack 
on the legislation, plans tomorrow to 
seek rejection of the conference report. 
He will be aided by other opponents. 
Senator Chamberlain, the administra- 
tion manager, expressed confidence to- 
night that the conferees’ draft would be 
adopted probably by Wednesday. Ac- 
tion on the conference report on the 
first administration food bill, for a food 
survey and stimulation of production, 
will follow. 

The War Tax Measure. 

Senator Simmons, chairman of the 
finance committee, tomorrow will pre- 
sent the war tax bill and the bDi- 
partisan committee report to the sen- 
ate. It is to be taken up after dis- 
posal of the food legislation. The 
leaders hope the bill can be finally 


passed early in September.

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GOOD WORK OF RAILROADS. 
The manner in which the railroads of 
responded tq the war-time 


America have 
needs of the country, and, in reshaping their 


plans for the duration of the war, have sub- 
ordinated their own financial interests in 
many instances to the national exigencies, 
is being made the subject of general com- 
mendation. And very properly so. 

Not only have the railroads virtually 
placed their trackage, rolling stock and 
equipment at the disposal of the government 
for the movement of troops and military sup- 
plies—to do which necessitated the curtail- 
ment of a vast amount of remunerative busi- 
ness of a civilian nature—but they have gone 
to considerable pains and expense to provide 
themselves with altered or additional equip- 
ment to conform with possible governmental 
needs.

THE UNIVERSITY'S WORTH. 


It is a source of distinct gratification that 
the appropriations committee of the house 
has recoynmended for enactment the state 
university appropriation bill, not only with- 
out any curtailment of the amount originally 


called for, but with actual increases over | 


the amount appropriated for some of the 
branches of this institution last year, the 


committee recommending an additional ap- 


propriation of $10,000 for the department of 
veterinary science; and giving the south 


| Georgia normal college $5,000 more than that 


institution received last year. 

This denotes a growing appreciation of 
our state institutions of higher learning, 
which is as encouraging and gratifying to 
the public as it is commendable on the part 


of the legislators. 

There is no danger of the legislature’s 
dealing with our educational institutions with 
too lavish a hand. Certainly this bill does 
not call for an excessive appropriation, and 
it ought to pass without any trimming. 

Compared with other states of similar 
population, Georgia spends annually a very 
small amount on its institutions of advanced 
education. This is especially true with ref- 
erence to its university, as is shown by a 
recent report of the committee on statistics 
and standards of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States, which has just com- 
pleted a study of the various state educa- 
tional institutions of the nation. 

This committee cites the following statis- 
tical table, showing what the states of IIli- 
nois, Minnesota, Wisconsin and Michigan are 
doing toward maintenance and development 
of their universities:

Illinois, of course, containing the city of 
Chicago, is of vastly greater population than 
Georgia. Michigan’s population is slightly 
greater than ours, while Minnesota’s and Wis- 
consin’s each is less than Georgia’s, and the 
states’ industries and the pursuits of their 
people are very similar to those of Georgia. 

The committee stresses the importance 
of the state university above all other educa- 
tional institutions as one possessing alike 
“the faults and failings, the virtues and ac- 
complishments, of democracy.” 

“It matters not to the state university,” 
says the report— 


whether the boy and girl students hail 
from the town or country, eince it has 
but one central purpose regarding them, 
and that is to send them forth trained, 
intelligent citizens to serve the state 
whose servant itis. This it does without 
ngoney and without price. It is already 
an axiom that the existence of democra- 
cy depends upon the intelligence of its 
citizens, but it is not so readily apparent 
to the belated perception of much of the 
business world that intelligence and edu- 
cation are the greatest of all commercial 
assets. For they carry with them initla- 
tive in action, energy and perception in 
the development of resources, the ways of 
free spending, the genius of invention 
and efficiency, and in truth all the essen- 
tials of advancement and progress. An 
education which means these things needs 
to go farther than mere rudiments and 
must give opportunity to the many. So 
it is that in these essentials the state 
university is the last word in democratic 


education. 

The committee, furthermore, expresses 
itself emphatically in favor of no distinction 
between the sexes in the bestowal of educa- 
tional privileges by a state; and as to the 
state university in particular it argues that 
“because of its democratic nature,” such an 
institution is “almost invariably and inev- 


itably a co-educational school.” 
“So, for many years,” continues the re- 


port, the state university— 


anticipated that awakened spirit in the 
modern world, and especially in our 
country, which recognizes woman's prop- 
er place in the general scheme of things, 
which she has been so jlong denied by 
antiquated and reactionary thought. It 
weeks to make woman jindependent in 
thought and action, so far as circum- 
stances and the gmitations.of sex permit, 
and thus to fit her as an efficient and fit- 
ting companion and comrade for man, 
rather than that mythical, impossible crea- 
ture, Who was the glory of the sentimen- 
tality of the mid-Victorian period.

As woman’s increasing participation 
in economic and political life is clearly 
one of the marked features of coming 
years, it evident that she is entitled 
to, and must needs recéive, more seri- 
ous preparation for her|new part than 
the milk-and-water edu¢ation, andthe 
flummery of elegant atcomplishments, 
with which a past generation afflicted 
her. So, the state university imposes 
upon her the same requirements, and of- 
fers her the same opportunities, as the 
male undergraduate. The proportion 
ef female to male students grows slow- 
ly year by year, and is notably larger in 
the far west than elsewhere.

All of which—the statistical comparisons 


as well as the comment embodied in this 
studious report—goes to show that in dealing 
liberally with the state’s higher educational 
institutions in the matter of appropriations 
of funds, and also in opening the doors of 
the state university to women, the general 
assembly would be following the course of

arding no mistake.

Dr. James A. B. Scherer, president of 
Throop College of Technology at Pasadena, 


Cal., and member of the Council for National 
Defense at Washington, is in Atlanta work- 
ing in the interest of the creation of.a State 
Council for National Defense in Georgia. 

Dr. Scherer, who is well known throughout 
the south as the author of “Cotton as a 
World Power,” is here mainly for the pur- 
pose of conferring with members of the leg- 
islature in regard to the passage of a bill 
introduced at this session at the suggestion 
of Governor Hugh M. Dorsey, which has al- 
ready passed the senate and which pro- 
vides for the creation of such a _ council, 
together with a state appropriation for its 
Support and maintenance. 

In his work in connection with the section 
on co-operation of states Dr. Scherer visited 
several southern. states before coming to 
Georgia, and he reports that everywhere he 
has met with the heartiest support and en- 
thusiasm. 

“I Know Georgia to be one of the grand- 
est states in the Union,” he stated, “and I 
am .confident that she will rise to the oceca- 
sion and aid the governor in the organiza- 
tion of a council for this state. Should 
Georgia fail to support the movement and 
make sufficient appropriation for its main- 
tenance she would be given a ‘black eye’ 
among those states which haye so nobly re- 
Sponded to the appeal made by the president. 

“Our organization is founded for patri- 
otic purposes alone. Its aim to mobilize 
the resources and power of the states in or- 
der to place them in a condition of highest 
efficiency during the period of the war

I was surprised at the ‘quietness’ of it 
all. From reports I had expected a din like 
Bedlam, but only one big boom—a _ loud, 
tearing noise overhead and a ssmall distinct 
noise as the shell burst over the trenches. 
This. kept up for about half an hour—then 
the Bosche airmen located the place and sent 
planes over. The anti-aircraft guns opened 
up and soon the sky was dotted with puffs of 
smoke from exploded shrapnel. Then French 
airmen came up and machine guns started 
away up in the air, but the Germans had 
notified their batteries of our position and 
soon the German shells began arriving. 

“We were told to go back, but we didn’t.

60 yards of us and went off with a terrific 
crash.

New York, August 5.—Railroads of 
the United States gave 16 per cent 
more freight service in May, 1917, than 
the corresponding month a year ago, 
with -virtually the same number of 
cars and locomotives, according to 4 
statement made public tonight by Falr- 
fax Harrison, chairman of the railroads’ 
war board. This is interpreted, the 
statement pointed out, as ‘‘a gratifying 
indication of the extent to which the 
railroads of the United States are mak- 
ing effective their efforts to produce 
greater transportation efficiency to aid 
in the winning of the war.” 

“Actual returns just now compiled,” 
the statement said, “are from railroads 
having 173,105 miles of line. The re- 
ports show that these lines in May last 
year gave service equivalent to carry- 
ing 25,426,845,011 tons of freight one 
mile while this year the ycarried 29,- 
522,870,109 tons one mile, an increase 
of exactly 16.1 per cent. 

“This great increase 
rendered With a very slight 
in the amount of equipment used. 
number of freight locomotives in serv- 
ice in May last year was 24,362, while 
this year the number was 24,483, an in- 
crease of one-half of one per cent. 

“Last year in May there were 1,800,- 
842 freight cars in service, while this 
year the number was 1,833,921, an in- 
crease of one and four-fifths per cent.

repairs. Last wear in May there were 
113,147 cars under, or awaiting repairs, 
while this year only 104,061 were in 
that condition. Locomotives in repair 
or awaiting repairs last year were 
4,006 and in May this year 3,593, a re- 
duction of 10.3 per cent. 

“Last Vear railroad locomotives ran 
an average of 65.5 miles per day, while 
this year they made 71.3 miles. Freight 
cars made an average of 28.3 miles a 
day in May last year and this year 
29.6 miles, an increase of 5 per cent. 
In the same period the mileage of cars 
moving empty was reduced by 5 per 
cent, while the mileage of cars moving 
under load was increased by 9.5 per 
cent.

Americans of the possibility of Russias 
concluding a separate peace. He stated 
that he had never heard the idca seri-

country, and that no thinking man In 


' Russia ever spoke seriously of such a 


possibility. : 

Since he has been in this country 
General Roop has traveled a great deal 
and inspected many training Camps and 
manufacturifig plants which are being 
utilized to forward the cause of the al- 
lies. 

“rl am ‘greatly impressed by what Il 
have seen,” he said, “and it is my wish 
that you express the deep appreciation 
which we feel for the great work which 
America is- doing in the cause of free- 
dom. We appreciate not only the 
sublime sacrifice the Americans are 
making of their lives, but also tne cf- 
forts of those who are working to feed 
and supply the armies.” 

General Roop is a striking figure of 
a man, and is of forceful personality. 
The fact that he is away from the bat- 
tle front, where he had spent prac- 
tically every moment since the first 
day of the war until his government 
sent him as its representative to Amer- 
ica on this trip, does not keep him from 
working tirelessly. After a long trip 
by train Sunday and motoring pretty 
well all over Atlanta and Fulton coun- 
ty, he and his aide, Captain Shutt, 
worked late into the night at their 
apartmentiin the Georgian Terrace last 
i night. 

General Roop Highly Honored. 

General Roop is one of the most dis- 
tinguished military figures of Russia, 
and last night wore upon his breast the 
cross of St. Joseph, the highest military 
honor a man can receive in Russia, 
which has been awarded him for his 
distinguished services. 

He comes from a military family. His 
grandfather was a commander of Kus- 
sian forces in the Napoleonie war. His 
father distinguished himself in tne cap- 
ture of Fortress Kars, in the Turkish 
campaign of 1878. 

General Roop is 54 years old, and 
has been in the military service of Rus- 
sta for 35 years. He started in the 
horse guards, and later went to the 
general staff academy, after which he 
traveled through central Asia and Per- 
sia. Later he was made chief of the 
castern section of the Russian general 
staff.
